It is intended this weex to give the school 
cooking a practical test in the houses of the 
15,000 pupils enrolled in the domestic science 
classes. Every child will be asked to gain 
permission to prepare at least one meal at 
home for the purpose of demonstrating to 
skeptical parents that the public schools are 
teaching practical cooking. 

The enrollment in the cooking and sewing

TWO STRIKERS ARE KILLED 
BY A NONUNION WORKER. 


Bitter Labor Struggle in Carnegie Mills 
at Youngstown, O., Culminates in a 


Double Tragedy. 

Youngstown, O., Oct. 22.—[ Special. I The 
strike in the Carnegie mills resulted in the 
killing of two union men by a strike breaker 
here tonight. 2 
~The strike has dragged along for weeks and 
the bitterness between the union strikers and 
the strike breakers has many times brought 
the city to the verge of rioting. 

This evening Thomas Connelly, a puddler, 
and Patrick McLaughlin, a rougher, both 
strikers, attacked Fred Wolf, a strike 
breaker. He fired five shots at them. Con- 
nelly was shot through the bead and Me- 
Laughlin near the heart. Both men died 
almost instantly. 

Although Wolf asserts he only shot in self- 
defense, the crowds of strikers are angered 
to a dangerous point and there are many 
threats of lynching. 

When seen in his cell tonight Wolf claiméd 
“that the shooting was in self-defense,” 
stating that he hoped that no one was hurt, 
When informed that beth of the strikers 
were dead he said: “I am sorry.“ He 
showed it by his demeanor.

Kissing, 
Mr. Whittles asserts, is one of the means 
by which the disease is disseminated, and 
there are large humbers of courting couples 
suffering from “craw-craw” in Birming- 
ham, he said, and oftener than not one lover 
transmits disease to the other by kissing. 

One Kiss Affects Four. 

In one case which came under his observa- 
tion an engaged girl was kissed by her 
sweetheart, who was a victim of the disease, 
and shortly afterwards she compleined of a 
terrible itching. The case was incorrectly 
diagnosed, and the young woman, who slept 
with her sister, transmitted the disease to 
her, and the latter passed it on to a younger 
/ brother, and thus four persons became af-

brother, a soldier, on his return from the war, 
and they kissed, the result being that the

An LOSE RIGHT TO VOTE. 
Election Commissioners, Busy Revising 
Suspect“ Lists, Find This the Chief 
. Cause for Striking Off Names. 


Chief Clerk Powell of the board of election 
eémmissioners was busy in his office at the 
city hall last night answering questions over 
the telephone. It was “revision” night, 
the night when complaints were heard from 
the 3,000 citizens whose right to vote had 
been questioned. 

A hesitancy to reveal their ages was the 
cause for the barring of the majority of those 
who had received “ suspect "* notices. One 
would-be voter. who looked 60. said that if 
his employers Knew his right age they would 
no longer keep him in their service. 

“Many,” said Clerk Powell. think it too 
plebeian to disclose their ages. Many be- 
Neve it none of the judges’ business. Men 
are as bad as women when it comes to owning 
up te their ages. | 

Most of the women disqualified are barred 
for this reason. Few of them care to regis- 
ter, anyway, and of those that do more than 
50 per cent have to be stricken off the lists.“ 
Requisition had been made by the 6.000 
clerks and judges of election for 3,000 postage 
stamps with which to send “suspect ’’ no- 
tices. Of the recipients 2.000 probably wil] 
be disqualified. 

Many judges and clerks last night went to 
the city hall to return their registers to the 
‘chief clerk's office. Others delayed until to- 
morrow, having until Monday noon in which 
to make returns. Then notices will be sworn 
out against the doubtful suspects and the 
totals will be in Monday night. :

The chief surprise of the Chicago-North- |

Last year the 
game played by the purple line in the contest 
with Chicago was far superior to that of the 
opposing line, and througout the entire sea- 
son the work of the Northwestern forwards 
was marked with snap and dash to a high 
Gegree. Yesterday, however, the line played 
below its own record, while the Chicago for- 
wards, from whom little had been antici- 
pated, surpassed themselves in both defen- 
sive and offensive work. 

Coach McCornack, after the game, said 
that in his opinion the Chicago line had out- 
played that of Northwestern from tackle to 
tackle, possible exception of the 
center posi 


Chicago Ends Superior. 

Taking the work of the individual men, 
Capt. Speik and Kennedy, the Chicago ends, 
showed up in much better form than their 
opponents, Weinberger and Davidson. On 
punts the purple ends were slow in getting 
down the field. They were hampered to 
some extent by the inconsistent work of Col- 
ton in the kicking department. The left 
half back.in some cases punted well, but 
his punts were irregular and could not be 
depended upon. 

In defensive work both Davidson and 
Weinberger were slow. While they were de- 
pended upon to help the smashing half in 
breaking interference, they were frequently 
knocked entirely out of the play by the Chi- 
cago interference, and a large majority of 
the maroon gains were made off tackle in 
the territory which they were supposed to 
help guard. 

Speik and Kennedy both got down the field 
well oh punts, often tackling the runner with 
small gains. In the second half the infre- 
quency of punting on the part of Chicago 
called for little work of this description, but 
both men showed superior ability in biock- 
ing off their opponents. 


Purple Tackles Disappoint. 

At tackle, Kafer and Allen, who held the 
two supposedly strong points on the purple 
eleven, were a decided disappointment to. 
those who had seen them work in other 
games this season. Much of the Northwest- 
ern captain’s weakness may be laid to his 
poor physical condition. Last year he was 
one of the fastest charging men on the pur- 

le eleven, and as a quick man; Kafer has 

u regarded as his peer. Yesterday, how- 
ever, Parry and Boone proved their equals. 

The superior strength of the big 


left tackle was too much for his lighter op- | 


ponent, and in charging he was almost as 
quick. Allen was also met on equal ground 
by Boone on the charge. Both the marobdn 
tackles repeatedly pushed their opponents 
out of the play, making large holes through 
which the Chicago backs waded for substan- 
tial When the Northwestern backs 
attempted to go through tackle it was sel- 
dom they found any openings. They were 
foreed to push through or go around the end. 


Maroon Guards Show Well. 


At guard it was pretty nearly an even 
— between Badenoch of Chicago and 
Ward of Northwestern. Both played hard 
ball, and beth met each other half way on 
the charge. In opening holes, however, Bad- 
enoch had the call over his opponent, and 
many of Bezdek's gains were made through

In passing the ball, moreover, Carl- 
son was uniform and steady, while Gale was 
at times a little off color. The passing of 
the latter to Eckersall for punts was poor, 
the ball usually reaching the maroon quarter 
near the ground. Carlson got off all his 


passes to Colton in good shape. 


Rivalry of the Quarters. 


The contest which was watched with the 
greatest Interest perhaps was that between 
Eckersall and Johnson, the quarterbacks. 


There was small chance for comparison, 


however. Both ran back their punts well, 
and both showed great cleverness in hand- 
ling the ball. In the management of his 
team, Johnson had small opportunity to 
show his true ability, owing to the fact that 
Chicago had possession of the ball through- 
out almost the entire game. Fckersall. on 
the contrary, had ample chance to display 
his generalship. His work showed decided 
improvement over anything he has done in 
any of the games this season. | |

Bezdek showed himself to be one of the 
finest full backs in the west.

Purple Backs Handicapped. 


For Northwestern, Rueber and Colton did 
the best work; the former playing in the two 
positions of full back and half. In his 
piunges the former displayed great strength 
and dash, but was handicapped by poor sup- 
port from the line, and was often smothered.

‘| CHICAGO MORE THAN MATCHES 


Maroon Line Proves Surprisingly 
Strong and Reinforces the Dash of 
the Back Field, Which More than 
Comes Up to Expectations — Punting 


Takes Important Place in Play ot 
Both Teams, and Dekersall Has Aa- 


vantage Over Colton. 


[BY PRANK d BURROWS] 
Unexpected strength on the part of the 
cago attack, machine like and perfect in its 
compactness, the good headwork on the 
part of Eckersall in running the maroon 
eleven, the complete unity of team work— 
these factors brought about the victory of 
Coach Stagge’s men over the wearers of the 
purple. 

It was not so much that Northwestern Was 
weak—though from the showing of Coach 
McCornack's men in the preliminary games 
the supporters of the Dvanston eleven had 
a right to expect better things—but that Chi-: 
cago was strong. Throughout the entire 
game Northwestern did not have possession 
of the ball for more tham fifteen minutes 
actual playing time. Chicago got the bail 
and kept it. It was Chicago that made the 
gains and it was Chicago that did the pound- 
ing. Northwestern was on the defensive 
almost entirely, and the elaborate tricks that 
McCornack had taught his men never saw 


‘the light of day. 


Even in the frst half, when the purple 
made its strongest stand against the on- 
élaughts of the maroons, the bali almost en- 


tireiy was in Northwestern territory, and 


the only times when Chicago really was com- 
pelled to work in order to remove its own 
goal from danger was when the oval haa 
been sent far into maroon territory by Col- 
ton's punts. 

; Maroon Line Is Surprise. 

The most unexpected feature of the Chi- 
cago play was the work of the line. The 
backs, maroon supporters knew, were strong. 
It was upon their prowess, thought the root- 
ers, that hopes for victory for the Midway 
But in regard to the forwards, 
much doubt was expressed, as at no time in 
the season’s work had they shown any unu- 
sual strength, and it was feared a strong 
offense, such as Northwestern had last year, 


ij surely would play havoc. As a matter of 


fact, the maroon forwards if anything were 


stronger than the Northwestern linemen. 


Where last year the purple line outcharged 


Ins opponents and opened large holes for the 


backs, yesterday the honors belonged more to 
the men wearing the C.“ Northwestern was 
not weak at that. Several times during the 
first half, when McCornack’s men carried 
the ball for their longest gains, good open- 
ings were to be found in the Chicago line. 
But such successes were sporadic, and a few 
long gains resulted in a tightening of the 
maroon defense that forced Northwestern 
to punt. : 

On the other hand, the two positions in 
which Northwestern. was supposed to be 
strongest, those held by Kafer and Capt. 
Allen, were the points at which Chicago's 
attack most often was aimed. Time after 
time in the. second half the purple tackles 
were brushed aside for great gains. As in- 


‘dividual players Kafer and Allen may have 


been the equal of Boone and Parry, but 
when the efforts of the Chicago tackles were 
reinforced by the dash of the maroon backs, 
there was but one thing left todo. Unsup- 
ported, the Northwestern tackles gave way 
and were either run over or brushed aside. 


Purple Back Field Outclassed. 


In the back field Northwestern was out- 


classed. Rueber, Blair, Colton, and Sipson 
are good players, Their game was nervy 
and plucky. But in forming interference 
there was a notable lack of the speed which 
last year miade the purple attack so formida- 
ble. There was an absence of that dash 
and stréngth, that effect of four men hitting 
the line together, that characterized’ the 
work of the Chicago men behind the line. 

The work of the purple back fleld, how- 
ever, decidedly was handicapped by the fail- 
ure of the line to hold the Chicago forwards. 
Northwestern linemen failed to open holes, 
and when the backs came in contact with 
the line there usually was a living wall in 
front of them which was impregnable. Un- 
der pther conditions, better results might 
have been obtained, but hampered, as they 
were, their full strength never was fully 
developed. 

When Chicago’s back fleld reached the line 
the runners were always supported by their 
teammates. The attack was aimed at ond 
point, and always concentrated upon that 
point. It was fast in getting started and 
hit the line with full strength, and before 
the was over the four men back of 
the line had demonstrated that Chicago has 
the strongest and most smoothly working 
set of backs it has had in years. 


Chicago Style Simple but Effective. 

In the style of play used by the different 
teams, Chicago's was the simpler and the 
more effective. Northwestern made most of 
its gains on a variation of the Harvard tan- 
dem, though the regulation formation seemed 
to be almost of equal value. 
were attempted, the only one which gained 
any considerable distance being a fake punt 
in which the ball was passed under Colton's 
arm to Johnson, who ran around left end. 
Several times the tackles were run from 
their positions into the other side of the 
line, but after a few trials at this play the 
maroons held, and it was not resorted to 
again during the contest. 

Chicago’s most effective play was a mass 
on the tackles, in which the tackles were 
shifted over to the opposite side of the line. 
Stagg evidently had counted upon Kafer and 
Allen to offer a strong resistance to his tackle 
plays—the plays on which mostof the ground 
gained by the maroons this season have been 
made. To handle the tackles, therefore, 
Parry and Boone repeatedly were sent from 


their positions to the other side of the line, 


with the result that Northwestern’s tackles 
usually were boxed in. Northwestern's men 
had been trained to meet just this play, and 
shifted with their opponents on every at- 
tempt. The change, however, seemed to 
have little effect, as the tackle plays of Chi- 
cago almost always were successful, and the 
addition of the extra man to the threaten 
side produced no noticeable effect. , 
Both Johnson and Eckersall made repeated 
attempts to run with the ball, usually with- 
out any considerable gain. The players of 
each team had been warned against the quar- 
ter of the opposing eleven, and a five yards. 
gain by the little maroon near the end of the 
second half, which resulted in a touchdown, 
was the most important,gain made by this 
Punting an Important Feature. 
Punting proved an important feature,-both 
teams being forced to resort to kicking fre- 
quently in the first half. In this department 
Bckersall clearly had the advantage over 
Colton, though the latter outdid himself. 
The punts of the maroon quarter were 
long and high, averaging more than fifty 
yards, and giving the ends an abundance of 
time to get down the fleld. Colton’s punts, 
on the other hand, averaged something like 
ten yards less and were not consistent. 
In the management of the elevens it is 
hard to make a comparison. Northwestern 
had the ball for so short a time, compara- 
tively, that a competent criticism upon John- 
son's handling of the team is hardly possi- 
ble. In returning punts the work of the 


Indian quarter perhaps was the equal of 


Eckersall’s, but the latter had the better 
fortune and was aided by superior interfer- 
ence. In the cleanness with which the ball 
was handled there is little to choose between 
them. Johnson did not have a fair oppor- 
tunity to show what he could do. 
Eckersall, on the other hand, had ample 
opportunity to display his ability as a fleid 
general, and came out of the contest with 
honor. In the first twenty minutes of the 
game, when Northwestern made its strong- 
est defense, the honors were largely with 
the maroon eleven. In the latter part of 
the contest, when the purple defense had 
weakened, Stagg’e men made steady and 
constant advances, nearly every play net- 
ting substantial gains. | 


Purple Collapse Unexpected. 
The sudden weakness of the purple eleven 
in the second half, after the stubborn game 
which it had shown in the first period of 
lay, was one of the su of the game. 
spite the fact that the ball had been in 
Northwestern's territory during the greater 
part of the first thirty-five minutes of play, 
the defense of MoCornack’s men was of a 
kind that gave promise of a close and hard 
fought game.

It was not that the Evanston players quit. 
The last few plays of the game, when the 
ball was in Northwestern's possession, re- 


sulted in substantial gains for the purple. 


The men fought hard to the finish, but the 
teamwork in defense seemed to go to pieces. 
They fought as individuals, not as a unit. 
And the result was continued losses. 


Methodists, Surprised, Lose Heart. 
Much of this change may be laid to the 


spirit with which the men entered the game. 


Northwestern was confident; Chieago had 
been frightened for a week. When the pur- 
ple met resistance it was surprised, and when 
resistance began to take the form of su- 


pertor strength the whole eleven North west- 


‘ern players seemed to lose their heads. Chi- 
cago, on the contrary, when it discovered 
that Northwestern’s offense did not make 
ground as had been expected, gained in spirit. 
Continual success instilled confidence and 
the winning spirit, so after the first touch- 
down had been made the successive marches 
down the field began to assume the appear- 
ance of triumphal processions. 

One noticeable feature of the game was 
the splendid physical condition of most of 
the men. Not a man on either side was 
taken out of the contest because of physical 
inability. The substitutions that became 
frequent in the second half were made with 
the sole view of putting fresh strength into 
the elevens. After the close of the contest 
it was discovered that no one had been 
seriously injured. The greatest sufferers 
were Catlin, who was badly bruised about 
the legs, and Johnson, who received a nasty 
rap on the head from Parry early in the 
second half. 

The play in which the Indlan was hurt 
ealled forth much criticism from the spec- 
tators. The ball had been punted to the five 
yard line by Chicago, and Johnson allowed 
it to roll across the goal before picking it up. 
Catching the ball behind the line, Johnson 
touched it down, just as Parry tackled him, 


throwing him hard, and took the ball, ap- 


parently with the intention of making a 
touchdown. The officials, however, decided 
that Johnson had downed the ball and that 
a touchback had been made. 


Parry’s Work Looks Nasty. 

It looked like a nasty piece of work on the 
part of the big maroon tackle, and many in 
the crowd that surrounded the field hissed 
him. when, it was seen that his victim, had 
been hurt. After the game Parry denied any 
attempt to injure the purple quarter. He 
had tackled, he said, under the impression 
that the ball had not been touched down. 

Except for this one inatance, however, the 
game appeared clean throughout. There 
was no slugging and no penalties were 
awarded for unnecéssary roughness. After 
the game several players of both elevens 
spoke highly of the treatment they had re- 
ceived at the hands of the opposing players. 


EXPERTS EXPRESS OPINIONS. 


Officials Praise Cleanness of Game, but 
Trainer Delaney Charges Maroons 
with “Dirty” Work. 


Referee Starbuck—It was the cleanest 
game I ever saw when the flerceness of the 


play is considered. Chicago was the better 


of the two teams, today at least, and the 
maroon team deserves great credit for its 
splendid showing. This was the first game I 
have seen either play this year. While Mc- 


Cornack has a good team, made up of several 


stars, they were outclassed by Stagg’s men, 
and the latter will be Nkely candidates for 
championship honors if they keep on playing 
the same kind of football. 

Umpire Walbridge—The playing of both 
teams showed that they were admirably 
coached upon the elean points of the game. 
Chicago's back fleld trio worked together like 
one man and played a fine game. Neither 
line was as fast on the charge as it might 


have been, though Chieago seemed to move 


the quicker. 
Assistant Coach Sheldon, Chicago er- 
pected we would win, though I was surprised 
in the size of the score. The new men played 
well and covered themselves with glory, 
Northwestern held us in great shape until 
Eckersall made his fleld goal, when they lost 


heart. 

Capt. Speik, Chicago—I am supremely hap- 
py over the result and am convinced we have 
one of the best teams in the west. Our line 
outplayed their at all times, although they 
gave us plenty to-do. 

Capt. Allen, Northwestern has a 
dandy team and it is no disgrace to be beaten 
by them, as I think they are fully 100 per cent 
better than last year. They have the best set 
of backs I ever saw, and all the western 
teams will discover the fact they are a dan- 
gerous trio. The maroon offense was fierce, 
but their defense not so good. De Tray is 
the hardest man to hold that I ever tackled. 

Trainer Delaney, Northwestern—With the 
exception of Allen, all the men went into the 
game in perfect condition, so we cannot kick 
on that score. There are no kickers at Evans 
ton, so I suppose no one will say anything 
about the poor work of the officials. I am 
free to say, however, that it was shameful 
the way they overlooked violations on the 
part of the Chicago players. One of them de- 
liberately went after Johnson on one of the 
first plays and tried to put him out. As it was 
the quarter was dazed and nearly out of his 
head from the blow he got. Johnson had 
caught the ball and touched it to the ground 
and should not have been tackled. Instead 
he was hit hard enough to kill on ordinary 
man. Any one could see that it was dirty 
work, but the officials ignored it. +

cult the following summer, and in the case 
of Bthel’s Pride this California jaurney will 
be watched with interest.. She is a compactly 


made mare of tremendous speed and a deter- 


mined way of going that made her one of 
the first flight of 3 year old trotters in 1903, 


second only in point of race winning accom- | 


plishments to the phenomenal Sadie Mac. 
This year Ethel’s Pride began her prepara- 
tion with more speed at command than ever 


* before. but sickness prevented the filling of 


her engagements. That the enforced rest 
during her 4 year old form will be of great 
benefit to the mare cannot be doubted, as 
horsemen are practically unanimous in the 
belief that the most critical stage of a trot- 
ter’s career is during his fourth-year. There 
are certain physical changes undergone e* 
that age that seem to invite mishaps in train- 
ing, and it is certain that in nine cases out 
of ten the 4 year old that goes a series of hard 
races is more likely to be permanently 
harmed than would one a year younger under 
similar conditions.

Most players are apt to doubt the recog- 
nized authorities on the game when they 
have been particularly fortunate or unfor- 
tunate with declarations of a certain charac- 
ter three or four times in sequence. At no 
game is it so unsafe to create rules as the 
result of a few deals’ experience as at bridge. 
For instance, the make having. been 
passed, dummy declared hearts, holding the 
following cards: hearts, king, queen, 3, 2; 
spades, ace, jack, 9, 8, 5, 4; clubs, 9, 4; dia- 
monds, 7. The make was atrocious, but 
dealer secured a little slam. It is likely, how- 
ever, that the next time this player made 
such a declaration this result would be re-

1s. Mr. Sothern never does. He is always 
handing things down from the top shelf. 
Miss Marlowe has plainly had the benefit 
of the best teaching; she is'naturally gifted; | 
she does not spurn tradition when it has val- 
uable lessons to give her. She is as good in 
her line as any actress of the last thirty 
years.

THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 
The battle of the Shakhe river, as 
Marshal Oyama officially names it, wore | 
itself out on Oct. 20. The hard fighting 
began on Oct. 9 with an attack on Kuroki, 
commanding the Japanese right. The bat- 
tle lasted eleven days. The Russians, by 
their own reports, lost 12,000 killed and 


known. 

Strategically the battle was an unquali- 
fied triumph for the Japs. Kouropatkin 
started south from Mukden on Oct. 4 with 
the avowed purpose of rolling back the Jap- 
anese and relieving Port Arthur. His exact 
Now the moment to go to 
meet the enemy has come, and the time has 
arrived for us to compel the Japanese to 
do our will, for the forces of the Manchurian 
army are strong enough for a forward move- 
ment.” 

The outcome of the Russian attempt was 
that they failed to gain a rood of ground 
toward Port Arthur. Indeed, the Jap lines 
are fifteen miles farther northward than 
they were on the day of Kouropatkin’s proc- 
lamation. Kouropatkin’s purpose to re- 


here Port Arthur was utterly defeated. 


Oyama’s purpose to prevent the relief of 
Port Arthur—was entirely suecessful. 
Strategically, therefore, the victory in- 
dubitably rests with the Nipponese. 
Tactically the result was ‘not so decisive. 
On Oct. 9 and 10 Kuroki gave ground after 
a slight resistance. On the 11th the battle 
aged six miles north of Yentai and hung 
im the balance. Hard fighting continued on 
the 12th. On the 13th the operations dis- 
tinetly favored the Japanese. Oyama 
reached his high water mark on the 14th, 
when the Japanese defense stormed across 
the Shakhe and the Russians seemed about 
to retreat to the Hun, several miles north. 
Up to this point the Japs had captured 


at from seventy to 112, and had lost none, 
Gen. Oku, in command of the Japanese left, 
was doing the hardest and most successful 
fighting. Opposite him lay the Russian 
right; which was desperately clinging to the 
railroad. If Oku could shove this Muscoyite 
flank off the railroad to the east ward Kouro- 


line of communication. 

Oku bent his army into the liken site 
hook and tried to insert the tip of the hook 
across the railroad behind the Russians. 
Maj. Gen. Yamada’s mixed brigade was the 
tip of this hook. At first he tore up things 
on the other side, byt the tip was not strong 
enough, and a sudden Russian blow sepa- 
rated it from the shank. The net result, 
fourteen Jap guns captured, 1,500 men put 
out of action, and the remaining 4,000 fight- 
ing their way back to the main body. This 
exploit occurred on the evening of Oct. 16, 
Simultaneously the Russians made their 
gallant attack on Lone Tree hill, a precipi- 
tous and tactically valuable eminence on the 


Shakhe river. The Japanese thereafter 


failed in several efforts to retake Lone Tree 
hill. From the evening of the 16th to the 
end of the fight the current set against the 
Japs; they gained no further positive ad- 
vantages, though on the night of the 17th

There was a point in each of those 
fights when the Rassians were in a bad way, 
when it looked as if the Japs could involve 
them in disaster by one morelift. Why was 
the one more lift not forthcoming? 

Probably because the Japs did not have 
one more lift left in them. They had thrown 
their reserves into the battle line already. 
They had no more fresh nad to throw 
into the scale, 

Though the evidence is by no means con- 
clusive, Marshal Oyama appears generally 
to be too impetuous with his reserves. He 
is apt to use them before the critical moment 
arrives. 

His work in this respect is a marked con- 
trast to that of Kuroki, who turned Zassa- 
litch’s defeat at the Yalu into a disaster by 
pursuing with absolutely fresh reserves, 
Oku, like Oyama, has been over-impetuous 
in the use of his reserves. His victory over 
Stakelberg at Telissu was decisive, but 
not as sweeping and complete as it might 
have been if he had kept back his reserves a 
little longer. This fguit—the throwing of 
reserves in too eoon—seems to be the only 
tactical error that can be laid against Oyama 
and Ok u. 

There are two other important reasons 
why Liaoyang and Shakhe have not been

IR JAMES KITSON, who has just ar- 
rived from England on the same ship 
that rought the Rt. Hon. John Mor- 
ley, and Sir Walter Foster, is not 
only known as one of the greatest 

fronmasters of the united kingdom, a for- 
mer lord mayor of Leeds, and as a great 
employer of labor, who has never had any 
trouble with hie men, numbers of whom 
have been with him thirty and forty years, 
but will also be recalled in connection with 
one of the principal medical causes célébres 
of the last fifteen or twenty years. 

The defendant in the case was Dr. Play- 
fair, brother of the late Lord Playfair, and 
who held the position of accoucheur to quite 
a large number of royal households. Indeed, 
he brought so many children, grandchildren, 
and even great-grandchildren of Queen Vic- 
toria into the world that London Punch on 
one occasion suggested that he should be 
created a peer, with the title of Lord De- 
liverus,”

Dr. Playfair was married to Sir James 
Kitson’s sister, and the plaintiff in the case 
was Mrs. Arthur Kitson, wife of a younger 
brother of Sir James, who claimed the doc- 
tor, while attending upon her in the capacity 
of a physician had betrayed professional se- 
ereta to his own wife and to Sir James, which 
had had the effect of causing the baronet 
to stop the allowance which he had been 
making to his sister-in-law, and which had 
led Mrs. Playfair and the other ladies of 
the Kitson family to stop ali further inter- 
course with her. 
Public opinion was much divided about the 


merits of the case, which attracted an enor-

pose of having them educated there, leaving 
her husband in Australia free of family 
cares and anxieties. Mrs. Arthur Kitson 
accepted this advice. came to England, where 
she was most kindly received by Sir James, 
who not only fulfilled his promises but like-

A year and a half later Mrs. Kitson became 
ill and appealed for professional advice to 
her brother-in-law, Dr. Playfair, and it was 
following this that the physician made the 
disclosures to his own wife and to Sir James, 
which were the subject of the lawsuit. 

Arthur Kitson's suit to upset his father’s’ 
will never came into court, which was fortu- 
nate for him, as he had no basis for his as- 
sertion that his father had been unduly 
influenced, since in addition to the last will 
the one admitted to probate—there were two 
earlier ones drawn up at intervals of five 
years, which contained precisely the same 
angry denunciatione of the younger son, 
pee the identical nnn $1,000 

Sir James, who was distressed by 
the scandal resulting from the suit against 
Dr. Playfair, effected a compromise, accord- 


ing to the terms of which he settled 
ance of, it is said, $7,500 upon 1 
brother and his wife, who, in consideration 
thereof, withdrew their opposition to the 
appeal of Dr. Playfair and allowed the judg- 
ment of $60,000 to be reversed without pro- 
test. Thanks to this action on the part of 
Sir James, Dr. Playfair did not have to pay 
any damages, nor even the costs of the case, 
sides being derrayed by Sir 
ames, for the sake of 
whole matter making an end of the 
fair died last year and left a 
siderable fortune, for his practice had ‘gan

any way by Mrs. Kitson's suit against him, 
Indeed, he retained the full confidence of his 
royal patients to the last.

One of the community virtues of the small city and town is that sociability 
is insisted upon. Decency becomes a necessity on the part of one who 
would stand well in the life of such a place, and to the extent that this 
decency is genuine and honest, to that extent it is capital. 

A young man opening a business in Chicago would expect at once to 
be in keen competition with the best methods and best experience offered 
by the particular local environment. To such a young man entering a busi- 
ness in a small place and coming from the ways of a metropolitan city, 
fields that are fallow to good business methods would be there to his hand. 
This is not to say that such a person might not make enemies, even, if he 
should make a tactless entry into a small city with new metropolitan cus- 

toms and stocks. He would need to consult the tastes of his constituency 
and their pocketbooks. He could not expect to stock up with goods ordi- . 
narily sold to citizens with salaries of $150 a month and expect a roaring 
trade with men who made $60 a month. 

In a general way the opportunities of the small city have been over- 
looked. In Chicago the man who is worth a million dollars is regarded as 
little more than comfortably off so long as he remains in its life. In many 
a pleasant city in the state the man who has $100,000 is wealthy, living 


great city. The life of it may be bounded by half a dozen squares in 
which the population finds all that it wishes for, and more. It is self-suffi- 
cient, aud, recognizing that it is a part of a great metropolis, it resents any- 
thing touching its provincialisms. Its population may be migratory in 
May and October, and frequently at unexpected intervals between the 
fixed dates.

"he last half century’s great increase in 
‘he working energy of the world was due 
mainly to the development of steam. In the 
efoption of modern machinery this country 
girpassed the world in promptness and in the 

ve consequences. Its expansion in 
energy was greater than that of all 
“Burope put together. 

Students of industrial evolution attribute 
the waxing pretminence of the United States 
in all lines of productivity, first, to its free- 
dom from overpopulation; second, its favor- 
able system of government and society; 
third, the superiority of its workmen and its 
facilities—the latter including raw material, 
fuel, transportation, and mechanical appli- 
ances. Ten years ago, figuring on the ac- 
cepted basis by which there should not be 
more than fifty people to every 100 productive 
acres, seven European countries were over- 
populated—viz.: EXngiand, Scotland. Ger- 
many, Belgium, Holland, Italy, and Switzer- 
land. 

The American workman himself may fairly 
be regarded as the principal factor in the 
surpassing excellence of his country’s manual 
afd manufacturing performances, since he is 
chiefly responsible for the existing industrial 


' system, a powerful influence in the govern- 


mental attitude toward labor, the operator 
and in many cases the author of the best of 
modern machinery, and, in the last analysis, 
the director and governor of that energy 
which makes things.“ 


Advance Made in Fifty Years. 
Fifty years ago the United States held 
lowest rank among the four great textile 
manufacturing nations. Today it has al- 


most equaled Great Britain and surpassed . 


ali the others. In the making of hardware 
this country has excelled, in the quantity 
and value of its output, all the other nations 
except England. It makes one-third of the 
hardware used in the world, although it con- 
sumes not more than one-seventh. 

“The superiority of the American work- 
man to all others is no longer a doubtful 
proposition even in England, where both 
prejudice and rivalry help to put every claim 
ef American pre@minence in the category 
of “brag.” But when it is said that the 
American workman is the best the world

Englich Workingman Handicapped, 

In order to be perfectly just, however, it

gauged by his performances. For almost half 
& century the workingmen of England have 
Rocepted and acted upon the theory that the 
less work they did the more work there would 
ein to do, so that in reckoning their 
efficiency by the results it should be borne in 
mind that most of them do as little work as 
may be compatible with holding their places 
in shop or factory.

Mosely Com mission's Verdict. 
Members of the Mosely commission, 
twenty-three representatives of English la- 
bor unions, who inspected the conditions and 
achievements of American workingmen last 
year, were mous in deprecating their 
own circumstances as with what 
they found here. But they were greatly at 
variance in accounting for the palpably sur- 
passing qualities of the workers here not 
only as to skill and productivity in shop 


and factory but in their dress, bearing, re- 


lations to their employers, and in their home 
life. One of the commission admitted that 
he did not like the business or social condi- 
tions of American industrial life, and attrib- 
uted the high quality of the workmen to 
the fine weather and bright skies,” which he 
found so exhilarating after the dark, foggy 
atmosphere of England. 

He expressed the belief that the American 
workman does not labor so hard as his Eng- 
lish cousin, finding the reason in the fact 


that here the whole tendency is to make 


machinery relieve the man of as much of he 


work burden as possible. The Mdsely dele . 


gation was astounded at the equality exist- 
ing in America between the employers and 
“ bosses and the men. They found that fn 
most shops and factories there is a premium 


on mere ideas, whereas, in Europe, the work- 


man who presumed to suggest or dictate a 
better plan to his superior would be looked 
upon as impertinent and, probably, dis- 
missed. 


In the report that resulted from that in- 
' vestigation, it is stated that the workmen of 


the United States are infinitely better in 
their personal habits than those of England. 
For instance, it was estimated that English 
workmen consume four times as much intox- 
icating liquor per man as do tne Americans. 
The average yearly expenditure of English 
working people for intoxicants amounts to 


two months’ wages, and drunkenress, as a | 


habit, is the rule rather than the exception. 
It was found that the British workman, as 
a rule, squanders one r wages every 
year on horse racing, and t the American 


dot the same calling wastes not more then ten 


days’ wages in twelve months in a similar 


Spurred by His Ambition. 
Here certainly is unbiased testimony to a 


lofty quality in the workman of the United 
States as compared with him of Engiand, 


made by English investigators, which, While 


speaking loudly in favor of the virtue of 
the American craftsman, may help to ac . 
count largely for that high degree of manual 
and mechanical expertness which places him 


at the head and front of the workmen of the 


world. 
The self-reliance, the ambition, the dili- 
gence, the pride with which the American 
attacks his daily task also struck these for- 
eigners as extraordinary. Some of them 
were of the belief that this sense of equality 
with the best of their superiors was the rea- 
son for the wonderful efficiency of our work- 
men. For it is true that in Europe the man 
who works is looked upon as baser metal in 
the fabric of society. He isa servant, and he 
is expected to know and keep his place. He 
stands for what is left of the old feudal sys- 
tem, and his spirit is hampered with the fet- 
ters of caste. | 
When you meet an American workman on 
is way to or from the shop you might take 
him for a business man,“ was the surprised 
comment of one of the Mosely commissioners. 
“They don’t walk the streets here with 
dirty faces. They dress better than our fel- 
lows, and they have a show of pride and in- 
dependence that one never sees in the work- 
ingmen of London, Liverpool, Birmingham, 
or Manchester.” 


* 
Better Sanitary Conditions. 

The sanitary provisions of the big factories 
here, the familiarity existing between fore- 
men and workmen, the monetary and moral 
encouragement of the man with an idea, 
the self -asserttveness of the workers, the 
comfortable, sometimes elegant, manner in 
which they live at home, all impressed the 
English examiners, not as evidence of the 
admitted superiority of the workingmen of 
this country, but as reasons for it. Some of 
them, refusing to admit that the American 
is better paid because he accomplishes more, 
held that he does more and better work be- 
cause his wages are higher. 

In Lancashire a weaver who runs two looms 
is regarded asa fair performer. In New Eng- 
land the weaver who cannot run eight looms 
is looked upon as an apprentice, and paid 
accordingly. Some statistician having 
grouped twenty industries in which Amer- 


‘jean workmen excel their European rivals 


decided that the craftsmen of the United 
States produced, in quality and quantity to- 
gether, 25 per cent more than the same num- 
ber of workmen of other countries could do. 
Fifteen per cent of this excellence he at- 
tributed to the higher craftsmanship of the 


American and 10 per cent to his superior fa- 


cilities. 

There is no way of estimating the degree 
in which drink, gambling, and the discourag- 
ing element of caste may hinder or destroy 
the craftsmanship ot a workman, but it 
is agreed by the best authorities on this sub- 
ject that in this phase lies one of the nearest 
explanations of American supremacy in 
working potentiality. One writer discussing 
the question of environment and facilities, 
gays: The British employer has more to 
learn from America than the British work- 
man.“ 

— 
Victim of the System, 

In explanation of this assertion he cites 
the instance of the American electric factory 
at Manchester, which British contractors 
and architects said would require from three 
to four years to build. An American builder 
came along and, with English workmen to 
do the work at wages so high as to astonish 
them, and with treatment so generous as to 
inspire them, completed the entire structure 
in twelve months. It may be that American 
labor could have finished the same job in 
nine months, but the incident seems to point 
to the fact that the foreigner at home is, at 
least in some measure, the victim of the aus- 
tem under which he labors. 

England did not awaken to the fact of the 
physical degeneration of her people until it 
was necessary to form armies for South Af- 
rica out of the millions of workmen in the 
shops and factories of the big cities. The 
majority of the new soldiers who went to

At freight stations and in some stores dyna- 
mite is handled with a gay abandon that 
Wound make a timid person speechless with 
terror. ‘That is because the freight handlers 
and the shipping clerks have become too 
familiar with an item of freight that they 
don’t understand well.

On the other hand, miners who have tried 
to thaw out the frozen sticks by ranging it 
on the hearth of a cabin out of reach of the 
actual blase have seen their houses blown 
sky high or Quit seeing anything at all. Ex- 
perts explain this apparent contradiction in 
the nature of the stuff on the ground that 
in touching a match to it only a small part is 
heated. while in exposing the whole mass 
to a simultaneous heat the volatile nitro- 
glycerin is given the temperature necessary 
to set it off in a body. Besides the dan- 


ger of careless thawing of dynamite, it is, 


in that form, particularly susceptible to 
percussion and to contact with metal. Don't 
try to cut frozen dynamite. That is one of 
the standing precautions of the men who 
know. Don't thaw it in the house, and never 
near a fire. The only proper way to thaw 
dynamite is to stand it in a dry pail and 


ink the containing pall in a larger one, in 


which enough warm water has been placed to 


surround the explosive without touching it. 


Some qualities of dynamite will explode 
under sudden concussion, especially if with 
some metal and if confined in boxes. And 
yet tests were made at Louisville in which 
sticks of dynamite were hurled from a bridge 


¥100 feet upon the rocks below without pro- 
Aueing an explosion. This, again, however. 
was a scientific investigation, and must not 


be imitated by the public. Out of town buy- 
ers who order dynamite fuses and detonating 
caps all at the same time are forever com- 
plaining that their orders are not all shipped 
together. The manufacturers and dealers 
on the contrary are trying to keep the ship- 
ment of caps as far away from the dynamite 
as possible, and the railroad which caught 
its handlers putting the two in the same car 
would discharge every man hand 
in it. 
Largest Factory Near Chicago. 

There is less dynamite handled through the 
streets of Chicago than through those of any 
other large city in the country, although Chi- 
cago firms sell more of it than those of any 
other city. One of the biggest dynamite fac- 
tories in the United States i\at tna, thirty 
miles from Madison street. But the factories 
and the dealers are mutually interested in 
keeping the dangerous stuff outside of the 
city limits. To this end the orders for it 
received by hardware and sporting stores in 
Chicago are sent to the factory for direct 
transmission to the purchaser. 

The city ordinances preclude any store 
from stering, handling, or moving explosives 
without a permit, and not more than four 
such permits will be issued in the same block. 
A tin sign stating that explosives are in the 
building must be put up on the outside of the 
doors and one on each wagon that is used in 
hauling them. The amount of dynamite 
which one wagon may lawfully carry through | 
the streets is fifty pounds, and if so loaded 
it is not permitted to remain stationary in 
any street or alley for more than thirty min- 
utes. No cargo in boat or train is permitted 
to remain inside the city limits longer than 
twenty-four hours, and every package of 
dynamite mast be plainly marked on the out- 
side: Dangerous. Highly Explosive.” 

Dynamite freeses at 42° Fahrenheit, and 
when in that condition is as apt to explode 
prematurely as not to explode at all. Frozen 
it becomes a whimsical, unmanageable, ab- 
solutely terrible agency and cannot be han- 
dled with too much care. To thaw it swiftly 
is to invite disaster. To cut it is almost as 
bad. And yet it may refuse to respond to the 
most powerful detonating cap. Dynamite in- 
creases in sensitiveness when heated to more 
than 125°. It will explode at 350°. Don't 
keep dynamite near a fire. Don't touch it 
with metal tools, or use an iron crowbar to 
tamp it under a stump. Never leave the 
fulminating caps around loose nor keep them 
in the same house with the dynamite. Dyna- 
mite is like a buzz saw. A harmless neces- 
sity of —— life. Don’t monkey with it.

Western Union's First Competitor. 

The American Union Telegraph company | 
was chartered in New York on May 15, 1879, 
with a capital of $10,000,000, devoted to the 
battling of the forces of the Western Union 
company. Jay Gould and Russell Sage were 
among the incorporators. Within a year the 
company had 50,000 miles of wires, 2,000 
offices, and connected the cities of New York, 

Boston, Washington, New Orleans, Kansas 
City, Chicago, St. Louis, and the intervening 
towns and cities, Business arrangements 
were made with railroads in every direction, 
and before the close of 1880 the new company 
was earning 6 per cent upon its capital stock. 

On Jan. 9 there was a conference between 
Gould of the new company and Vanderbilt 
of the old one. The Western Union lines 
were showing a falling off of $5,000 a 
day. The consolidation that was in- 
evitable came about only after injunc- 
tions and suits, counter suits, and the 
warring processes instituted in the courts 
by stockholders in each of the companies. 
‘The Gould system of railroads had given to 
the American Union company its prestige and 
power, but not till 1883 did the courts of New 
‘York render the final decision recognizing the 
right to consolidate. 

Since that consolidation other independent 
small companies have come into the field in 
the United States, and the Postal Union com- 
pany has come into competition with the 
Western Union until even with the growth of 
the telephone service in every direction the 
wires of the electric telegraph reach to the 
uttermost parts of the country. No village is

Crude of Electricity. 
At the same time, the electrician today 
will tell you that the electric telegtaph is 
the crudest of all the applications of the 
element, and that the telegraph companies, 
in the same breath, are the least progressive 
of all the aggregatio of capital.

perhaps, leaves out of consideration the wire- 
less service as far as it has progressed. And 


But congress came to hisaid. His experi- 
ments were demonstrated as practicable, yet 
the national government refused to buy 
Morse’s invention for $100,000. At once the 
electric telegraph was presented to the pub- 
ue and capital invited to take stock in the 
first Une from Baltimore to Washington. It 
was opened for business on April 1, 1845. The 
first day’s revenue was 1 cent, the second’s 
was a Yankee shilling, and after nine days 
of operation the income of the venture was 
less than $4. On July 7, 1846, the treasurer 
of the Magnetic Telegraph company reported 
that the profits for the three preceding 
months had been $223.60 at Philadelphia and 
$293.17 at the York

The force of the line at that time was regu- 
lated by resolution of the directors of the 
company, the order going out that the office 
forces everywhere would have to look to the 
office receipts to square the salary rolls.

One thing had impressed the new magnetic 
telegraph indelibly upon the public mind.

gold was the first invention, and following 
this came a system of type wheels operating 


upon a paper tape, one line of letters and 


one of figures being imprinted. For this 
work it was necessary to ink the type wheels, 
move the tape through, and take the im- 
pression on the paper. Edison, S. D. Field, 
G. B. Scott, G. M. Phelps, and others have 
worked out the modern stock ticker to its 
present stage of usefulness and perfection. 
One alphabet wheel now suffices for the print- 
ing and the old winding weight has been dis- 
pensed with in favor of an ingenious device 
that is self-winding. 

For fifty years the fire alarm telegraph has 
been in use in the United States, and every 
important city in the country is equipped 
with the service. Everywhere in metropoli- 
tan streets the red box is visible, the old types 
operating with a key and the new ones auto- 
, matically. When the mechanism of such 
a box has been se in motion the sender or 
the alarm cannot stop it, nor can any sub- 
sequent alarm from another box confuse the 


message of the first. Auxillary boxes have 


been placed in buildings where in case of fire 
they may energize the alarm box in the 
street nearest the automatic auxiliary. 

A modification of the telegraph idea in 
America is the messenger call, whose buz- 
zings are as familiar to the citizen in down- 
town offices as are the sounds from the tele- 
phone bell. It was evolved in 1870 througti 
the application of a Brooklyn electrician 
named Calahan. Mr. Calahan already had 
experienced the difficulties of working en the 
stock ticker, and he turned to the simpler 
apparatus with a sense of certainty. It was 
“designed first to call a district messenger, 
with additional fire calls and notifications 
to the police. | 

As this call was first manufactured it re- 
quired a winding about once a year. Under 
recent patents the call is now wound by the 
operator’s turning in the signal, and in most 
of these instruments only the messenger call 
has been retained, the telephone in many 
cities taking even this place of the appara- 
tus.

Every day 
the child comes to associate more and more 
of the phenomena around it with different 
words, of which the speech center of the 
brain forms images. And when it begins to 
read—as no animal lower than man has yet 
learned to do—the neurons of this part of the 
brain acquire another source of stimulus. 

It is hardly too much to say that from our 
first moments of stammering to the day of 
our death, with only the partial exception of 
the hours of sleep, the center of speech is con- 
stantly receiving stimulus either through the 
cars or the eyes. How invariably this is the 
case any one can judge by considering the 
effect. on himself of words spoken or written 
in an unfamiliar language, which at first ap- 
pear to him meaningless, but as his knowl- 
edge of the tongue increases come to suggest 
to him the same images as the corresponding 
words in English. As most, if not all, thought 
is, on the neuronic hypothesis, the result of 
external stimulus, it follows that to most 
people the sensations received from the outer 
world suggests themselves to them in the 
form of words. 


Unconscious Thought. 

It does not, howeyer, follow that this sug- 
gestion is in most, or in many, cases con- 
scious. Every action constantly repeated 
tends to become what physicists call re- 
lex, or, in other words, to pass from the 
conscious to the unconscious stage. Hence 
when sensations are translated into acts 
requiring motions perceptible by the external 
world, it is only the concluding part of the 
operation which comes under the notice of 
the operator. But the form that this takes 

must necessarily depend much upon the 

mode in which the operator is in the habit 
of giving expression to his thoughts. i 

In this respect, also, thought proceeds 


always the one most constantly traversed.

Unsolved Mysteries. 

The centers of the brain hitherto noticed 
are, it will be seen, all connected with the 
physical expression of what we may, in col- 
loquial language, call the ideas, but it 18 still 
doubtful whether the higher functions of it 
can be thus localized.

The Wheat- 
stone system is the exception, in which mes- 
sages are prepared by punching les in a 
tape, which afterward is run rapidly through 
a mechanical transmitter. At the other end 
of theJine an ink writing machine receives 
the message, in which the dots and dashes 
are recorded on another tape to be translated 
into words. 


Tape Method * 

A feature of this method is that several 
operators may work at getting a tape ready | 
for transmission and when it is ready a speed 
of 400 words a minute may be attained. This 


same punctured tape, too, may be used 


through several instruments, sending the 
message over several lines if need be. With 
this possibility of 400 words a minute by the 
tape method and only forty words possible 
by hand to the ordinary operator, the Vere 
of the tape process fs apparent.

the wireless message causes these waves to 
break away into the ether, and the receiving 
instrument is such as to respond to them 
at immense distances. : 

Today the wireless message is sent and re- 
ceived through space without the necessity 
of comment. It has become a necessity for 
the passenger steamship on the Atlantic to 
carry transmitter and receiver, and the ex- 
periment has been tried recently of publish- 
ing a small daily paper on some of the great 
liners in which the condensed news is to be 
received by wireless telegraphy and served 
to the passengers all the way across the 
water. 

In the navies ‘of the world the Marconi 
equipment ot vessels has become a necessity. 


The United State signal service has adopted 


the system in Alaskan waters and for coast 
defenses, and along the British coasts and 
the coasts of Europe an English company has 
more than forty land stations for the receiv- 
ing and delivering of messages of all kinds. 
On some of the Atlantic liners it is common 
for a passenger to pay $300 for a message 
sent ashore.

Obstacles in Path of Telegraph. 

In the progress of the telegraph there were 
obstacles in many sections of the United 
States that seemed impossible to overcome. 
In one of the early lines out of Washington 
a copper wire was used, which, while large 
enough in diameter, brittle enough in 
tensile qualities. One memorable night there 


Was a rain slowly turning into sleet, and the 


next morning the wires were an inch in 
diameter, sagging to the limits of the over- 
weighted poles. Then, on the heels of the 
rain and sleet, came a heavy wind, that in- 
creased until forty miles of the lines were in 
hopeless chaos of broken poles and twisted 
wires. In some of the sections of New York 


these wires were sold to the hop growers to 


support the vines. 
When the Overland Telegraph company 


was building east and west toward Salt Lake 


City there was fear that the Indians would 
interfere with the wires. They did in a 
measure when they learned that news of 
their depredations was sent over the wires 
to the government authorities. But later, 
with the completion of the overland railroads, 
the telegraph lines followed the rails, and

Recently there came to light in a suit for

ventor named Benjamin Greenbough against 
the Standard Oil, a hidden and interesting 
chapter in the romantic rise of Rogers.

Benjamin Greenbough, it is sworn by his 
widow, went to them with his invention upon 
which is based the present commercial utility 
of kerosene. They accepted it and agreed to 
pay the inventor a quarter of a cent a gallon 
royalty on all the oil manufactured. Then 
began the sunny era of oil. Greenbough re- 
ceived huge profits. When he died more than 
$500,000 in royalties had been paid him.

to its paid students. 

The manual training course is divided into 
three parts. The first part is construction 


ond theoretical instruction, which is gtven 


at the desk without the ald of any apparatus. 
it is primary in character. The next fs the 
clementary woodwork. Here the students 
work at lathes and other machines and are 


initiated into the manufacture of useful and 


practical articles; besides being taught the 
use Of all kinds of ‘woodworking machinery 


and tools. To the boy whe wishes to bea . 
carpenter or carver this course is invalua- 


Part three is the “ lron course. Here ad- 


tern making, and the machinist’s trade are 
taught. The work here is of a decidedly ad- 
vanced character. The instruction is theo- 
ietical as well as practical. The student 


works at a forge, lathe; or casting machine, 


doing the actual work and receiving instruc- 
tion into the reason for doing each and every- 
thing in all of the processes. He learns how 
to make patterns and how to make the arti- 
cles that the patterns design. He learns the 
tensile strength of iron cast in a certain 
way and how the same iron is made into a 
‘manufactured article. 


Mechanical Drawing. | 


All this time he can be taking a course in 


mechanical drawing. This includes the vari- 
ous forms of . Thorough 
courses are given in architectural, machine, 
and freehand drawing. Coupled with these 


studies may be taken at intervals the course 
physics. These latter 


in chemistry and 
courses are designed chiefly for persons en- 
gaged in the mechanical trades. Their scope 
is eo broad and thoro1gh, however, that they 
are. suitable to persons whose college educa- 


tion has not included them. The evening 


term is for 100 nights. At the end of that time 
the student who has followed his evening 
work closely should be in possession of an 
education that will help him incalculably on 
his road of progress. He will be trained in 
the theory of manual work and will at the 
same time have had actual practice in it. 

But these are not the only advanced and 
practical studies that may be pursued by the 
Chicagoan employed in the day time. A few 
of the others are: Modern languages, French, 
German, and Spanish. The object of this 
course is to give a conversational famillarity 
with the languages as well as open up to the 
student the literature of foreign tongues. 
Then there is commercial geography, which 
may be called a modern study of commerce, 
the distribution of manufactures and prod- 


* 


ucts; and physical cluture. 


For the student who wishes to enter com- 


mereial life there ts offered the commercial 
course. Besides bookkeeping, this course in- 
cludes stenography and typewriting.- — 

* * 


Bookkeeping and Stenography. 

Bookkeeping is taught in all the schools. 
In the elementary schools a simple but thor, 
ough course is given. In the high schools a 
more advanced course is given, including 
the handling of a complete set of books of 
entry and business forms of all kinds, and 
the carrying on of actual transactions in 
various departments of business. A thor- 
ough course in commercial arithmetic ac- 
compani¢s the work in accounting. 
Stenography is taught in all the high 
schools and in several of the elementary 
schools. The progress of the pupils depends 
on two things—their previous preparation 
and their application and readiness to learn. 
n five months the advanced classes are able 
to write from sixty to 100 words per minute 
from dictation. 

Special emphasis is laid on the course in 
typewriting, in recognitior of the fact that 


there is a growing demand for typewriter 


operators, irrespective of whether or not 
they are also stenographers. Instruction will 
be given in the proper use of the machine, 
spacing, capitalizing, fingering the keys, 
words and exercises gradually introducing 
the use of the entire keyboard, frequent ex- 

«sions, business phrases, and forms of 
letters and bills, transcription of the stenog- 
raphie notes dictated in the regullar stenog- 


rapfy class. and writing of letters from oral 


dictation, with the correct form of punctua- 


tion and spelling. Advanced and competent 


pupils will be given opportunities for prac- 
tice in speed and accuracy to any extent de- 
sired. During the five months’ course pupils 
will be expected to acquire a speed of from 
tnirty to sixty words per minute, 

With no other equipment or experience 
than that received in this way many gradu- 


ates of the evening schools are competent to 


accept positions in the downtown offices. 
Coupled as these things are with the regular 
elementary ana high school studies of the 
day schools, it will be seen that the curricu- 
lum of the evening schools is an extensive 
one. A few years ago the small academy 
which could have claimed the same range of 
siudies, the same grade of instructors, and 
the same equipment would have proudly ad- 
vertised itself far and wide. }

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Largest Farm int 


N the northern boundaries of Oklaho- 
ma, where the summers are long and 
the winters brief and mild, Les the 
largest farm in the world. It is the 
richest and most beautiful part of the 


land heritage of the Otoe and Ponca Indians, 


who lease it to George W. Miller, an Amer- 
ican farmer, who is credited with conducting 


the most perfect as well as the greatest agri- 


cultural establishment on earth. | 

The old name of the Miller farm was 
“ranch 101,“ and so it is yet fondly remem- 
bered by the pioneers of the southwest who 
knew the rich tract when it was only a vast 
cattle range. Now it is a model farm. Five 
hundred miles of barbed wire was used to 
inclose it. Not an acre of it is left idle. Even 
the native pastures have been supplanted by 
fodder crops. Nothing is left to chance. The 
stock is not permitted to rustle tor its 
winter forage, nor to famish for water dur- 
ing the occasional droughts. 

The Miller farm, old ranch 101, contains 
over 50,000 acres within its boundary fences. 
It is a striking object lesson in intensive. 
modern farming; enormous as is its acreage, 
it is run with the nice accuracy of an up to 
date factory. It is as much in contrast with 
the old, slipshod, scattering methods of ranch 
fas ming as the modern harvesting machine is 
in contrast with the old scythe and fiail of 


past centüries. There are now plenty of 


model farms scattered over the western 
states and territories, but there is none so 
large, none involving so great an annual out- 
lay of money work as this. 


* * Sat 
Farms Increased Rainfall. 

It is not many years since a secretary 
of agricylture of the United States described 
Oklahoma as a semi-arid region.“ It is 
now admitted to be the finest wheat and 
corn growing land in this country. and every 
year adds to its productivity in bushels and 
money. The advance of husbandry into this 
new country was marked by a change in 
atmospheric conditions, as well as a change 
in the standard methods of farming. The 
upturning. of the virgin land, the planting of 
orchards and shade trees, the raising of 
first crops, all helped to increase the per- 
centage of moisture in the air, and brought 
about a perceptible change for the better 
in the annual fall of rain. 

The Miller farm is the final refutation of 
an old theory that the southwest would never 
be self-sustaining until its land was cut 
up into small tracts. which must be irrigated 
and ‘cultivated with intense assiduity. It 


is. the tinest example of the practical effec- 


tiveness of the rotation system of sowing 
and harvesting. So prolific is its soil that 
of some field crops it raises three in a year. 
No irrigation has been attempted, and none 
is necessary. It has demonstrated beyond 
question that, no matter how large the herd 
of cattle, it pays to raise winter fodder and 
te feed the animals during the frozen 
months. 

It costs nearly $100,000 a year to keep this 
vast farm in operation. Of that total nearly 
$25.000 is paid to the Indians of the Ponca 
and Otoe tribes as rental and for their aid 
in gathering the harvesis. In the course of 
a year 300 men are employed in, plowing, 
sowing. cultivating, and harvesting the 500,- 
000 bushels of grain which is annually shipped 
to market. Of these not more than twenty- 
five are cowboys, broncho busters, and line 
riders. The day of the hard riding, quick 
shooting, picturesque horseman of the prai- 
ries is gone, and in the haying season the 
peaceful cowboys of the Miller farm may 
be found riding a sulky rake or oiling a trac- 
tion engine. 

Even when he rides forth in the winter, 
galloping his broncho across the white 


A 


revolver are not dang- 

ling at saddle bow and 

belt. Instead he car- 
Ties a hammer at his 
pommel and a pir of wire nippers in his 
belt, for he is riding the line,” an oceupa- 
ton which involves nothing more hazardous 
or adventurous than the mending of the 
barbed wire fences. Instead of the whisky 
bottle of the old days he carries an olican 
to lubricate the windmuils which pump drink- 
ing water for the cattle. He even wears a 
derby hat, and the woolly chaps of the van- 
ished range are replaced with well fitting 
corduroys and military deggins. 


‘ Run Like a Bank, 
The two dozen farmers, the six machinists, 
the blacksmiths, even the dairymen of the 
big Miller farm outrank and outnumber the 
litle company of cowboys and bronche 
busters. Peace, discipline, and perfect order 
prevail. There ts nothing haphazard about 
the conduct of the establishment. An office 
as large and as well appointed as that of a 
country bank is the executive headquarters 
of the Miller farm. Joseph Miller, one of the 
sons, is treasurer and financial manager. 


There are bookkeepers, stenographers and 


clerks. The big farm is held to a strict and 
economical accounting, just as a factory 
might be. Indeed, it is a kind of automatic 
wheat, corn, oats, barley, hay, cattle, and 
pork factory. Every acre produces at least 
one crop a year, The alfalfa fields yield three. 


Ten thousand acres are séwn to wheat each 
‘season. About 8,000 are given over to corn: 


sorghum flourishes’ on 2,000 acres, and oats, 


‘barley, millet, kaffir corn, and cow peas are 


alternated on 1,000 acres more. 

During the harvest days 200 extra men are 
required to handle the product of the fields. 
in winter fifty men are enough to look after 
the 8,000 head of cattle in the corrals, to re- 
pair the implements, to fix the fences, and 
to build new improvements. In thrashers, 
binders, steam and riding plows, wagons, 
harness, tools, implements, and equipments 
the Miller farm has invested about $50,000, 
and every year it is necessary to buy new 
machines, new harness, wagons, and saddles, 
With so large a force of workers and every 
modern invention to aid in the work this 
giant farm of Oklahoma is able to cope even 
with the unforeseen vagaries of the weather. 

It is in February that the great activity 
of the establishment commences to make it- 
self apparent. 
army of empleyés then sally forth into the 
corrals to break and train the mules and 
horses that are to do their part of the work 
during the coming seasons. It is one of the 
practices of the institution to sell no un- 
broken horses or mules, but in the business 
of breaking and training draft or harness 
animals, the necessary teaming and driving 
of the farm ts made part of the schooling of 
the young beasts of burden. This is economy 
of a quality never dreamed of by the farmer 
or ranchman of the earlier period, who was 
content to sell for a low price the horses 
which he had fed but had not worked, an- 
mals that he had reared without ever getting 
a day’s work out of them. 

* 
Saving the Corn. 

The cornfields are ready to be sown by 
March 1. Twenty men are assigned to each 
field, and the planting is completed within a 
few days. A squad of twénty men is then as- 
signed to the sole work of cultivating corn, 
and they do nothing else but tend their own 
teams and cultivators, watch, and nurture 
the 4,000 acres of cornfields till June 15, when 
the corn is given its last plowing. Then 
cowpeas, which have come to be known as 
the finest fat makers for cattle, are planted 


The horsemen of the little 


tumn, when the corn is ripened and harvest- 
ed, the cowpeas have attained their growth 
and form a superior pasturage for che live 
stock of the farm. Thus double service is 
exacted of the land, and, instead of impov- 
erishing the soll, it has been found that the 
alternation of the crops and the invasion of 
the cattle result in reinvigorating the earth 
and enhancing its productivity. 

Meanwhile the wheat has been ripening, 
and about June 25 all hands are occupied in 
the work of harvesting and thrashing it. 
The twenty days set aside for the completion 
of the task of “ finishing" 10,000 acres of 
wheat will seem all too few to the farmer 

o still clings to the old fashioned methods, 
the forty-two binders of the Miller farm, 
working simultaneously. will cut and han- 
dle 600 acres in a working day. The four 
steam thrashers, which are used in the har- 
vest fields of the great farm, running day and 


night, will often complete the whole work by 


the time the last shock of wheat is cut, 
hauled, and delivered into its ravenous maw. 

From the first day of March till the snow 
flies there are no idle days on Ranch 101.“ 
No sooner is the fallow cornfield ready than 
the sowers attack it. When they have done 
‘their work they find other duties ready for 
them in other flelds. When the corn is up 
the cultivators give it all their ‘days, and 
When the June sun has brought it to mature 
growth the corn tenders go into the wheat 
fields, whére the wheat is ready for the clat- 
tering blades of the reapers. The corn cut- 
ters follow the plowmen, who ride through 
the furrows in June for the last time, and 
when the tall stalks are gathered, shocked, 
and separated, the workers join the wheat 
harvesters for the final work of thrashing. 
sacking, and housing the grain. 

“ 
Busy Even in Winter. 

Even the frosty days of early winter, al- 
though the work slackens, are busy ones 
about the central shops and buildings of the 
farm. The machines are hauled from the 
fields, the harness is ranged upon the racks 


‘In the saddlery, the forge fires are kept burn- 


ing all day long, and the business dt getting 
ready for the work of the new year is begun 


when the results of the old one have been 


scarcely counted. None of the wasteful neg- 
lect of old style farming is permitted. The 
machines and implements are all mended, 
oiled, and stored in dry quarters; harness 
and saddles, wagons and tools are put in or- 
der and safety. Then winter feed cutting 
is in order; scientific rules govern the mixing 
and apportioning of the fodder; new shelters 
are provided for the calves, and plans are 


‘completed for the housing, watering, and 


sorting of the grown stock. 

The fifty scattered windmills which supply 
the pasture lots with water for cattle must 
now be examined, strengthened, and re- 
paired against the harsh winds of winter. Re- 
pair wagons are sent out equipped with tools 
and manned by trained mechanics. The re- 
pair gang spends a week on the tanks, 
troughs, pumps, and windmills. The line 
riders are sent out to mend or renew the 
broken or wavering fences. There are more 
than 100 miles of barbed wire fencing around 
the limits of the big farm. If there is much 
work to be done the fence repairing may oc- 
cupy ten days. The riders sleep at the near- 
est house when darkness finds them far from 
headquarters, and resume their work at day- 
light. Gates, pens, posts, staples, hundreds 
of miles of cross fences, corrals, chutes, and 
driveways have to be examined, tested, and 


barbed wire and hand- 
ling steel tools when 
the thermometer is 

: about zero and the 
prairie wind is stinging from the north, but 
It pays, and it Is one of the details of farm- 
ing which is never ovérldoked on Ranch 101. 


The shipping of grain, cattle, sheep, hogs. 


~and other products of this monster farm is 


conducted in the most deliberate and method- 
ical manner. Extraordinary provisions for 
the storage of crops and for the care of live 
stock have been made, so that the proprietor 
of Ranch 101 is able to send his products to 
market at the most advantageous times. The 
nearness of the railroad and the proximity of 
such markets as Kansas City and Chicago, 
add to his profits by reducing the chance 
of shrinkage to a minimum, enabling him to 
calculate the results of his year’s business to 
a mathematical nicety. 3 
* 
Other Giant Farms. 
There are many other farms conducted on 


equally perfect lines, but there is none other 


in a compact tract of so great an acreage. 
The famous Sherman farm of Kansas is the 
nearest approach in size and completeness 
Ao it.. For many years the Dalrymple farm 
in North Dakota, near Crookston, was the 
largest single tract of cultivated farm land 
in the world. Originally it comprised 78.000 
acres, but it has been largely subdivided, 
and, while it is rated.as among the richest 
and mest valuable wheat land in the world, 
yet it cannot be regarded as a complete single 
farm; such as Ranch 101, in Oklahoma. The 
famous corn farm of Tarkio; Mo., known as 
the Rankin farm, contains 16,000 acres, all 
planted to the yellow staple. It, too, Is a 
foremust example of the ‘most 
methods of husbandry. 

The wonderful success of these vast farm- 
ing establishments has, in a measure, re- 
versed the judgment of those who predicted 
that the time had passed for the big land 
owning farmer, and that the day was at 
hand when farming must be done on a small, 
accurate, and intensive scale to be profit- 
able at all. The Miller farm, or Ranch 101. 
complies with the forecasts of the scientific 
agriculturists in many ways. It is farmed 
intensively and with accuracy, but in its 


great extent and its marvelous profitable- . 


ness it has upset the calculations of those 
who believed that wholesale farming had 
passed forever. 

There ts no question that modern machin- 
ery is chiefly responsible for the continued 
and-growing success of the few farms of 
more than 5,000 acres now operating in this. 
country. A visit to any of the big farms 
mentioned in this article will astound the 
observer who remembers the methods of 
harvesting or plowing which obtained even 
ten years ago. Machines drawn by twenty 
horse teams through a twenty-five acre 
wheat fleld will cut, thrash, reclean, and 
sack the whole yield of the tract in a single 
day. This surprising contrivance completes 
its work as it goes along, leaving the grain 
sacked in the fleld ready to be hauled to 
market. 

A sixty horse power traction engine is used 
on some of the larger farms. It is capable of 
plowing, sowing, and harrowing in one oper- 
ation, and will thus complete the prepara- 
tion of a sixty acre fleid in one day. Drag- 
wing sixteen plows after it, it will do as 
much work in a day as sixteen plowmen 
working sixty-four horses could do in the 
game space of time. Steam driven ma- 
chines for almost every branch of farm work 
have been invented and adopted by the mod- 
ern farmer. Besides the saving of wages

Swimming: Exercise tor Sedentary Man

ery for an exercis: which does not 
consume too much time, which does 
not imvolve expensive apparatus, 
which is a pleasure in Ks pursuit, and, above 
sli, which does not produce an excess of 
bulky muscle which turns to fat immediately 
after the exercise is discontinued. Tell al- 
any man of sedentary habits that he 
needs exercise and it is ten to one that the 
objection he will raise will be one of these 
four, or all of them. The reason is that 
they have never tried swimming—the ideal 
exercise for this class of workers. 
When I say swimming is rarely tried as an 
exercise, I do rot mean that innumerable

People do not put in a part of a summer vaca- 


tion bathing and playing in the water; but 
that few of the physique lacking workers of 
this community have tried investing a half 
hour in the water every day for four or five 
months swimming each day, or trying to 
Wim, until tired, but not fatigued.

bas received such slight recognition as an 
exercise is that its reputation has been badly 


@amaged by a theory which has for a long 
time been current among the pubiic that 
SWimming was a weakening sport—an idea 
which arose from one of the best proofs of 
ite value. It is true that the beginner is 
likely to tire himself out with his efforts, but 


it is exhaustion not weakness which is felt, 


and that no more than from any other exer- 


cise overdone. 


Swimming is almost the most 


Violent exercise known when it is gone at 
hard, and hard is the way the unrestrained 
Povice is sure to go at it. Hence the weak

"Swimming Beginners. 

Por the man who can already keep his head 
above water to commence daily swimming is 
easy, but for the “ sinkers," as they are 
@Galied, it is harder. They must first learn 
their stroke. Once he has learned to swim, 
however, he is in a better position for phys- 
ical improvement than the most expert swim- 
mer. Whether he swims dog fashion, dou- 
ble overhand, kiss stroke, single overhand, 
truggeon, or crawl; the effect is the same: 


 gWimming will bring him both health and 


strength. 

Por the expert, however, it is a far more 
difficult matter to get as much benefit from 
Swimming, for the greater the ease, the 
greater the grace, and the more proficient he 
becomes, the harder it is for him to derive an 


mount of benefit from the water. 


There is no recourse for the crack but to 
spend more time at the game or to learn a 
new stroke. which will enable him to let more 
energy go to waste, and it is safe to say that 
beyond a. certain amount of exhilaration 
which every swimmer gets, the greater the 
pleasure derived me less strength is being 


gained.

The muscle wullt up by swimming is al- 
most entirely different in both shape and 
texture from that which is made from the 
pursuit of other sports. The muscles of the 


swimmer are cigar like in shape, softer and 


far more pliable than fat when dormant, and 
much of the consistency of a rubber efaser 
“when tensed. They are easily separated 
from the bone and are like steel rods when 
flexed. They are rarely large and rarely 
stand out from the limb or body save when 
purposely raised; but they are far more pow- 
erful than weight lifting muscles of the same 
size. They are remarkable for the lack of 
oil contained in them. 


One of the most useful powers of this ex- 


ereise, however, is that of changing the hard 
and unwieldy cords and bands of the gym- 
nast or athlete into the more graceful and 
symmetrical muscles of the swimmer, swim- 
ming being well known among professional 
strong men as a most excellent cure for 
muscle bind, an affliction totally unknown 
to the habitual swimmer. 

The swimmer’s muscles, however, are not 
the only thing he was worth coveting.“ Re- 
cent experiments by Dr.. Hawks, the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania’s star research artist, 

have conclusively shown that the blood of 
the habitual swimmer or water polo player 
is far richer and stronger than that of the 
athiete. The blood of a swimmer just after 
leaving the water was shown by Prof. Hawks 
to contain 26 per cent more red corpuscles 
than that of the runner after a sprinting 
workout, and red corpuscles are never de- 
spised as a gauge of the value and virulence 
of blood. 


An All iad Year Sport. 
One of the greatest obstacles which has 


prevented swimming from obtaining its de- 


served name, and eredited with its deserved 
Value as a sport and exercise, is that it has 
always been considered by the public merely 
as a summer diversion. In reality, though. 
it is an all the year sport, which is at its 
height in February and March. Indeed, in 
few places does the racing season begin 
until late in September, and the water polo 


season is even later in getting started. To be 


Sure, there are outdoor races held each year 


in July and early September, but it is the in- 


door competitions, when bowling is its only 
rival, which are the life of the racing game. 

In Chicago there are about ten natatoriums 
which are outdoors or are open only in the 
summer. Admission to these, including 
towels and suits, is in most cases 25 cents. 
But these popular places are usually over- 
ero wded and the better places are the bathing 
beaches along the north and south shores 
of the lake. In winter there are but five 
tanks which remain open—the Chicago Ath- 
eile association and the four T. M. C. A. 
tanks. The natatoriomse of the Athletic asso- 
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realize i 


ciation and T. M. C. A. departments are a 
part of the membership privileges of those 
associations. The ¥. M. C. A. memberships 
cost from $10 to $15 a year. 

Thus with two swimming tanks down- 
town, one at Evanston, one on the west side 
of the city, and one at Oak Park, warm water 
and air is always within the reach of the 
Chicagoan all the year round, and there is 
no excuse for his not taking advantage of it. 
At my tank we have a swimming and life 


saving club, the members of which give to 
each other the benefit of their knowledge 


and experience, and, aside from the work 
this organization has done in educating the 
members, I have found it a huge success. 
Every year more is being done to promote the 
sport, and because of its cheapness. value. 
and recreative powers it is becoming more 
and miore known among one workers 
as an ideal exercise.

Using the Finsen Light. 
At the Polyclinic hospital in Philadelphia an interesting 
collection of photographs is preserved showing the marked 
improvement made by patients treated with the Finsen light 
for lupus and cancer. Shining through a hugé blue lens the 
light of the sun is focussed on a smaller lens, which in turn 
is pressed against the part to be treated; a stream of water 
flowing through a rubber tube keeps the rays from acting 
as a burning glass and scorching the patient. In this hos- 
pital a special department has been set aside for treatment 
of patients by the Finsen light. In another part of the ward 
can be seen an apparatus for administering treatment by the 
white rays alone. The patient is seated in a chair and the 
rays directed upon the spot to be treated. The germs of dis-
